Dillard Murphy 1$ Re-Elected As 
Chairman Of Farm Committee 

Farmers Favor 
Present Set-Up 

By Big Margin • 


Dillard Murphy of Ezel was re¬ 
elected chairman of the Morgan 
County Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation committee by 
the new community committee¬ 
men at their first meeting here 
Tuesday after the county-wide 
community elections on Monday. 

Murphy, who has served as 
chairman of the county farm 
committee and helped to guide 
the farm program for many years, 
was re-elected by receiving six 
of the seven community votes. 

Other farmers electee) to com¬ 
pose the county ASC committee 
are Walter Collins of Blairs Mills 
and H G. Young of Stlverhill. 
They also received six of the 
seven community votes. 

Collins succeeds Ed Holbrook 
on the committee and Young suc¬ 
ceeds Henry Day of Lenox. 

Community committees were . 
elected in the county's seven farm 
communities by secret balloting i 
Monday. The voting showed a I 
preponderance of sentiment in 
favor of the present administra- I 
tlon in the county with only the j 
Lenox community electing a dis- ' 
senling community committee. 

The ASC committee sets crop 
limits and orders conservation 
practices under the federal farm 
program. The ASC replaced the 1 
old Production and Marketing I 
Administration (PMA). 

Ballots in each of the seven ' 
communities contained names of 
ten candidates nominated by the 
county farm election board and 
in a few communities contained 
additional names nominated by 
petitions. Fanners voted for five

TOBACCO CURING 
METHODS TOLD 

(By Chas. Dixon, t onnty Agent) 

Rotting of the bottom leaves 
J and wildfire in the top are caus- 
i ing severe losses to many tobacco 
crops. A large number of farm- 
I ers have topped tobacco too early 
1 and too low for best quality, and 
| saving of labor. 

Unless losses are very sever* 
I on the bottom it is best to let the 
' Tobacco ripen well Tobacco cut 
too early will be higher in nico¬ 
tine, redded in color and lower in 
, quality as well as lighter in total 
I weight. Where at all practical, 

| the bottom leaves should be 
I primed as they turn yellow. 
Priming will pay at least $2.00 
| per hour. 

B>g tobacco, especially if it is 
green, should be hung as thinly 
as possible in the barn. Put only 
five stalks on a stick and do not 
i crowd the sticks. 

Coking should pay big divi¬ 
dends this year. The way it has 
! been raining, it is taking a risk 
to leave tobacco on the sticks in 
the field over night. Such tobacco 
hung in the bam needs a very 
low heat from one coke stove per 
bent. 

On dry days, open all barn 
ventilators about 9:30 a m., and 
close them by 3:30 p.m.

Your Social Security 
Question* Answered 

Dependent survivors of work¬ 
ing people and servicemen who 
died after 1939 and before Sep¬ 
tember 1, 1954, may now be eli¬ 
gible for social security benefits. 
A new law has reduced the 
amount of time required in work 
under social security to one and 
a half years for those who died 
before September 1950. This 
time may be anytime after 1936. 

I If you are a auivivoi who was 
1 not eligible for social security 
payments under the old law, you 
may be eligible now. Check with 
your local social security office 
if you think you are eligible. You 
should do this as soon as possible. 
A representative of this office 
will be in West Liberty at the 
courthouse. September 19, at 1:30 
p.m. If you would like to con¬ 
tact the District Office in Ash¬ 
land, it is located at the comer 
of 14th and Carter streets. The 
office is open from 9:00 a.m. un¬ 
til 5:00 pm. each week day, 
Monday through Friday, except 
legal holidays.

EAST KENTUCKY 
TO GET FOREST 
RESEARCH AREA 


Appropriation of $40,000 for the 
establishment of a Forest Re¬ 
search Center in East Kentucky 
was included in the Supplemental 
Appropriations Bill passed by the 
Congress a few days ago, ac¬ 
cording to a telegram received by 
the Kentucky Bankers Associa¬ 
tion from Senator Earl C. Clem¬ 
ents. 

Work in connection with the 
Center will be under the super¬ 
vision of the Central States For¬ 
est Experiment Station. Colum¬ 
bus. Ohio. The site of the Center 
will be determined at an early 
date and preliminary surveys will 
be started soon thereafter. No 
additional land will be acquired 
because the U. S. Forest Service 
already owns a large acreage in 
the area. 

According to Dr. W. G. Me- ] 
Ginnies, Director of the Central 
States Forest Experiment Sta- I 
tion, work at the Center will be j 
devoted to the study and solu- I 
tion of forest problems peculiar 
to the area, including planting, 
harvesting and utilization. Im¬ 
proved methods of forest man¬ 
agement will be demonstrated so 
woodland owners may observe 
the results for themselves and 
apply improved practices to their 
own lands. 

The Kentucky Bankers Asso¬ 
ciation became interested in the ' 
establishment of a Center over a 
year ago as a result of their ag¬ 
ricultural program. About 85% 
of the land in the eastern third of 
the state is in forest and much of 
it of poor quality and is poorly 
utilized. The improvement and 
proper management of the forest 
lands in the area is one of the 
most important long-time proj¬ 
ects affecting the welfare of the 
people there. 

"One of the major phases of 
the Kentucky Bankers Associa¬ 
tion's program,” according to Jos. 
B. Buenger, president of the as- ' 
sociation, "is to assist state and [ 
federal agencies serve Kentucky 
farmers better. Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky is the largest forest area 
east of the Mississippi not served 
by a Research Center, and we 
are gratified to know that this 
important work will be started 
soon.”

Adequate 4-H Camping Facilities 
Urged For 37 E.Kentucky Counties 


| Representatives from seven 
I Eastern Kentucky 4-H camping 
areas met at Jackson Aug. 26 to 
study the need for new 4-H club 
camps in the area. 

The group proposed that two 
big camps be built to serve 37 
Eastern Kentucky counties. The 
new camps would replace the 
six camp sites now being used. 

The group proposed that ideal 
facilities and staff be included 
in the plans. Desirable facilities 
listed by the group were as fol¬ 
lows; 

1. Housing for a caretaker, staff 
of about 10 and 200 members, 

j leaders, and agents, including 13 
j cottages for the members. 

2. An auditorium that could be 
| used the year round. 

3. Cooking and dining space 
for 250 people. 

4. Adequate utilities, including 
pure water. 

5. Showers, toilets and sewage 
disposal system to serve a capac¬ 
ity group. 

6. A recreation shelter. 

7. Adequate sports area for all 
games. 

8. Satisfactory, all weather, 
convenient roads. 

9. Ample parking space. 

10. Good nature study area. 

11. Equipment for the desired 
activities. 

12. Swimming, fishing and 
boating. 

13. Possibility for a shooting 
range. 

Staff desirabilities were listed 

as; 

1. A caretaker. 

2. Trained instructors in swim¬ 
ming, boating, nature study, 
handicraft, recreation, singing and 
firearms. 


3. A nurse for the camping 
season. 

4. Camp director. 

5. Kitchen force. 

Other recommendations includ¬ 
ed a reasonably central location 
for the area to be served. 

The 37 counties included in the 
area have 24.000 4-H club mem¬ 
bers. None of the camp sites be¬ 
ing used have near the desirable 
features listed. The counties in¬ 
cluded are Mason. Robertson. 
Nicholas. Montgomery, McCreary. 
Estill, and Rockcastle and all 
ronuties East of them. 

A committee composed of rep- 1 
resentatives of the 4-H Club De¬ 
partment, the Rural Sociology 
Department and the Extension 
Agent Supervisors, M. C. Grif¬ 
fin. County Agent at London, 
Mrs. Moore. Home Demonstra¬ 
tion Agent at Jackson. Ova Ellis 
Boggs, Floyd County Agent, and 
Mrs. Carl Sinclair, Home Demon¬ 
stration Agent at Morehead, will 
study the area and recommend 
the dividing line between the two 
proposed camps. 

A meeting is scheduled at 
Jackson November 4 to be at¬ 
tended by two members of each 
county 4-H Club Council, the 
Extension Agents. Supervisors 
and 4-H Club staff to continue 
the study and set up organiza¬ 
tions to work on plans for the 
camps.

able curriculum, public information through the 
newspapers, the radio, and all media of public 
information to parents dedicated to the full in¬ 
terest of their children. 

This newspaper feels deeply about this and its 
immediate and future importance to all of us. 
An editor sees the flow' of history over the pages 
of the newspaper each day. Or, as a parent and 
citizen, realizes how much the future depends 
upon what is done at the present, how much 
depends upon our schools and what they are 
doing with our children. 

This term of school in Morgan county ushers 
in perhaps the most far-reaching change since 
our schools began in this Commonwealth. In the 
past, counties and schools received state funds 
based on the number of children of school age 
within the county or school system. That pro¬ 
vision of the constitution of Kentucky was 
changed by ; vote of the people of Kentucky 
last November and the money now received Dy 
the county will be based on the number of chil¬ 
dren actually in school. It means that the coun¬ 
ty will lose if children of yhool age are not at¬ 
tending school. 

It means that when parents keep their child 
out of school they take money away from teach¬ 
ers’ salaries, money for repair or building, money 
for bus transportation, money for school equip¬ 
ment, money to pay for education, money needed 
to build school rooms and pay for other teachers. 
No parent can afford to cause this loss of money 
—to say nothing of the cost to their child. 

Therefore, the most important problem facing 
our schools is attendance. When other means 
fail to keep children in school, the officials will 
be compelled to invoke the aid of the law.

LIVESTOCK PRODUCTION 
UP FOUR PER CENT 

Livestocy produccion this 
year probably will be up four per 
cent from 1953 according to a 
report from the USDA. Prices of 
fed cattle are expected to con¬ 
tinue close to present levels the 
next few months. Grass cattle 
prices probably will show the us¬ 
ual seasonal decline this fall. 
Seasonally increasing marketings 
and declining prices arc in pros¬ 
pect for hogs, particularly until 
the middle of October. Prices 
will continue below a year ago. 
Sheep and lamb slaughter have 
been running well above last year 
and prices for lambs are down 
sharply. Substantial recovery is 
not likely until fall marketing 
season is passed. Prices of poul¬ 
try products are generally well 
above a year earlier through the 
fall. Volume marketings of heavy 
turkeys from the record or near 
record 1954 crop have started at 
prices considerable below last 
year. Farm chickens sold this 
summer have been bringing farm¬ 
ers the lowest prices since 1942. 
Milk output has dropped more 
sharply than usual from the June 
peak, mainly because of the 
drought. Milk and butterfat 
prices are less favorable, com¬ 
pared with feed prices, than in 
several years.

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Ike Signs Bill For Lower Supports; 
Adlai Says It Means Lower Prices 


Adlai Says Bill 
Is A Breach Of 
Promise by GOP 


SIOUX FALLS, S. D, Aug. 28 
—Adlai E. Stevenson tonight 
charged the Eisenhower Admin¬ 
istration with irresponsibility, bad 
faith and broken promises to the 
nation's farmers. The Republi¬ 
cans. he said, nan atcunipn&iied 
the ‘remarkable achievement” of 
producing, at the same time, 
the lowest farm prices and the 
highest cost of living in recent 
years. 

The 1952 Democratic Presiden¬ 
tial nominee spoke at the con¬ 
clusion of a 15-state Midwest 
Agricultural Conference, which 
was attended by more than 500 
persons, including about forty 
Democratic leaders. 

He called for the election of a 
Democratic Senate and House of 
Representatives this year so that 
farmers might “live a little less 
dangerously.” 

Strikes at Eisenhower 

He struck at President Eisen¬ 
hower personally, declaring that 
the man who beat him in 1952 
had not kept his campaign prom¬ 
ises to work for farm prices at 
100 percent of parity. He re¬ 
ferred to General Eisenhower’s 
Kasson, Minn, speech in Septem¬ 
ber, 1952, as “a perfidious day.” 

Mr. Stevenson said he had 
found out later that his 1952 op¬ 
ponent spoke a language that he 
called “Republican” and this was 
to him a “very flexible language.” 
He offered this example: 

"In Republican, the words ‘I 
am in favor of the Rural Elec¬ 
trification Administration,’ mean 
‘I am in favor of cutting R.E.A. 
appropriations.’ ” 

Mr. Stevenson also responded 
sharply to President Eisenhow¬ 
er’s campaign speech at the Illi¬ 
nois State Fair in Springfield last 
week in which the President 
chided his political opponents for 
guessing wrong about the pros¬ 
pects for an economic decline. 

“Lately,” Mr. Stevenson said, 
“the Republicans have been 
boasting that the ‘prophets of 
gloom and doom,’ as the Presi- ! 
dent calls them, have been frus¬ 
trated; that we have had only 
a small recession; that 1954 is 
almost as good as 1953, and so 
on.

PASSED AFTER HOT FIGHT 
Passage of thr new G.O.P. 
Farm Bill followed the hottest 
fight In the recent session of 
Congress. It was passed only 
after bitter debate and by the 
Administration using consider¬ 
able pressure on several of the 
Congressmen and Senators to 
change their vote. Kentucky's 
Senator Clements voted against 
the new flexible farm hill and 
Cooper voted with the Admin¬ 
istration for its passage. 


Hails New Farm 
Bill As Biggest 
G. O. P. Victory 


“Of course, we will always 
have economic ups and downs, 
but we don’t brag that the downs 
are no worse. For it isn’t good 
enough to slip backward only a 
little. It isn’t even good enough 
to stand still. And I can’t see 
how $20,000,000,000 of lost income 
this year, much of it suffered by 
farmers, can be reassuring on 
on any count. 

‘‘There are two ways to restore 
an economic balance. One, the 
Republican way, is to balance 
down. The other, the Democratic 
way, is to balance up. The Dem¬ 
ocratic philosophy is positive. It 
is concerned with growth and 
expansion, and during the dec¬ 
ades of Democratic leadership 
our national economy had un¬ 
paralleled expansion.” 

“I don’t believe the new Re¬ 
publican farm bill saves much 
money, reduces food costs ap¬ 
preciably, or eliminates surpluses 
as the Administration and so 
many newspapers would have you 
believe,” he declared. “I think 
it also will hurt the farmer some 
more, although the relation of the 
prices he receives and the prices 
he pays is already less favorable 
to the farmer than it has been 
for many years. 

“Moreaver, a flexible price 
support system will be less ef¬ 
fective as a stabilizing factor and 
a defense against depression than 
the present support system, which 
takes effect and holds prices up 
when the economy is slipping and 
needs stability. Indeed. I felt 
this was one of the main reasons 
for continuing the 90 percent pro¬ 
gram at this time.

DENVER. Aug. 28—President 
Eisenhower today signed farm 
legislation representing a major 
victory for the administration. It 
provides a shift from rigid to 
flexible price supports. 

The Pr #v s!rl n rt at the ssmp time 
signed a bill increasing the na¬ 
tion’s legal debt limit six billion 
dollars, but said the increase may 
be inadequate. The present limit 
is 275 billion. Eisenhower had 
asked that it be increased 10 
billion dollars. 

He had hailed congressional 
enactment of the measure as a 
move to “assure provision of more 
food, make crop production more 
efficient, and to stabilize farm 
income.” 

In his nationwide radio-televi¬ 
sion address last Monday on the 
record of the 83rd Congress, Eis¬ 
enhower said that when he took 
office those surpluses had become 
“unmanageable” and that under 
existing law they continued to 
grow “at an alarming rate.” They 
were depressing farm market 
prices, he declared. Then, allud¬ 
ing to the program he is signing 
into law today, he said; 

‘Now we have a program that 
will encourage efficient produc¬ 
tion, will stimulate production, 
and stabilize farm income.” 

Both supporters and critics of 
the President’s controversial pro¬ 
posals generally agreed his suc¬ 
cess marked the biggest and the 
hardest fought administration vic¬ 
tory in the recent session of 
Congress. 

Many politicians believe that 
the omnibus farm bill—changing 
the direction and pattern of 20 
years of government programs— 
may decide party control of Con¬ 
gress during this campaign year 
when all House members and 
more than one third of the Sen¬ 
ate face re-election. 

In general, the 1954 farm act 
gives Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson authority to move gov¬ 
ernment farm price supports up 
or down. 

It also provides new methods 
for disposal of more than six bil¬ 
lion dollars worth of farm sur-1 
pluses. 

Biggest change is an end with 
this year's crops to the manda¬ 
tory, rigid supports at 90 percent 
of parity of wheat, cotton, com, 
rice and peanuts. 

Parity is a formula designed to I 
assure farmers a fair return in | 
relation to the price of things! 
they buy. 

A sixth basic crop, tobacco, re- | 
tains 90 percent support as long | 
as farmers continue to approve 
strict controls over planting and 
marketing enforced by heavy I 
penalties.

Other provisions in the catch¬ 
all farm act include: 

A two-year extension of the 
basic farm act. including author¬ 
ity for controls, price supports 
and conservation payments, be¬ 
yond the end of this year. 

Addition of white or lush po-

eligible for government price 
supports at from zero to 90 per¬ 
cent, as determined by the secre¬ 
tary. Potatoes had been banned 
from any supports for several 
years after loss of more than 500 
million dollars on past programs. 

An increase in the supply lev¬ 
els of com and wheat before 
planting and other production 
controls can operate. Com was 
| raised from 10 to 15 percent

and wheat from 15 to 20 percent 
above normal, before controls 
will be considered. 

Any person who knowingly 
harvests more than his allotted 
share of any crop under control 
could lose his soil conservation 
payments fdr the year. These are 
the farm benefit payments that 
have ageraged 250 million dollars 
in recent years for farmers com¬ 
plying with production controls.

Dairy Prices Slashed 

A most satisfactory victory for 
Benson and the administration | 
was (Congressional backing for his 
move slashing dairy price sup- | 
ports one-sixth—from 90 to 75 
percent of parity—last April 1. I 

This action came after a half 
billion dollars worth of perish¬ 
able butter, cheese and dried 
milk went into government stor¬ 
age instead of into consumption. 

In winning its plea for flexible 
and lower supports, the adminis¬ 
tration had to reverse the pow¬ 
erful agriculture committees of 
the Senate and House, as well as 
a House vote to raise dairy sup¬ 
ports to 80 percent of parity 
September 1. 

Aiding in this long battle were 
decisions of Congress in 1948 and 
1949 to establish flexible price 
supports on farm commodities at 
between 75 and 90 percent of 
parity. Actually this law never 
was allowed to operate because 
Congress continually extended the j 
rigid 90 percent supports. 

Most farm state lawmakers 
realize that unless they produced 
a satisfactory bill, President Eis¬ 
enhower would veto it. That 
would have brought the 1948- 
49 acts into operation with even 
lower support levels than th° I 
new act provides. 

At first the President and Ben- i 
son pressed for the 75-90 flex- ! 
ible range on the five basic crops. 
But when the House approved a 
compromise of 824-90 for only j 
next year, the President was sat¬ 
isfied. 

On dairy supports, the Senate 
extended authority to retain the 
reduced 75 percent levels, elim¬ 
inating increases voted by the

These include spending of 50 1 
million dollars a year until June 
30. 1956, to increase milk con¬ 
sumption by school children; giv¬ 
ing butter and cheese surpluses 
to the armed forces and Veter¬ 
ans’ Administration; and provi- | 
sion of 15 million a year to speed , 
up eradication of the cattle dis- | 
ease brucellosis. 

One novel administration pro¬ 
posal for dealing with surpluses 
won easy congressional accep¬ 
tance.
